It also maintains contact with 


other congressional committees, principally the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee, House International Affairs Committee,' and the 


Joint Committee on Atomic Energy. OLC also responds to requests from 


Congress and its members for substantive intelligence information and other 


queries from individual congressmen and their staffs to meet requirements
